THE BANK OF ENGLAND.

A statement was submitted, showing that 
the net profits for the half year ended 
Aug. 81 were £763,288, making the amount in 
rest £3,776,80). A dividend of 5 guineas per 
cent was declared, leaving in rest £3,012,770. 
The chairman expressed the opinion that the 
guaranteers of the Barings would not de in- 
volved in any loss. The report of the bank's 
operations was adopted and the meeting 
then adjourned.

DENIED ADMISSION. 


EXILED JEWS NOT ALLOWED TO ENTER THE 
HOLY LAND. 

Lorpon, Sept. 17.—The pathetic spectacle 
of denying the Jews’ admission even to 
Palestine, was witnessed last week at the 
port of Jaffa. The exiled Hebrews had to go 
back, without being permitted to set foot on 
shore. The Jews then applied at various 
ports, but were rejected at all of them. They 
were then conveyed to Oyprus. In 
the city of Jerusalem the Turkish authori- 
ties are enforcing regulations calculated 
to annoy the Jewish residents and induce 
them to leave. Nevertheless, an English 
tourist, writing from Palestine, says the soil 
of the country is ample for the support ot a 
large population and that virtually no at- 
tempt is now made to workit. The same 
writer thinks that the Sultan would readily 
grant the Jews access to the Holy Land, 
provided he received a large sum of money 
for the privilege and that he will not until 
then relax the existing situation.

The Scientific Rain-Makers Test Their 
Theory at EI Paso, Tex. 


BOMBARDMENT OF THE CLOUDS BEGAN 
AT 11 O'CLOCK TO-DAY. 


The Plan of Action Described by a Staff 
Correspondent of the ‘‘Post-Dispatch’’ 
—If No Moisture Falls the Experiment 
Will Be Repeated To-Morrow—The 
Tests Watched by Many People. 


Ex Paso, Tex., Sept. 17.—Atll o’clock this 
morning mountain time the attack upon the 
skies was commenced by the Dyrenforth ex- 
pedition of rain makers. The conditions were 
Gecidedly favorable, too favorable indeed to 
suit either citizens or scientists. For three or 
four days’ clouds of a thin, vaporish nature 
have been hanging over the city, and during 
the intervaltwo or three showers, none of 
five minutes’ duration, have fallen. Citizens

DESPERATE LOVERS. 
They Take Possession of and Terrorize a 


GAINESVILLE, Ga., Sept. 17.—Dawsonville 
was in the hands of a mob Tuesday night. 
Nine men who had sued unsuccessfully for 
ladies’ favors were the principals. Five 
young men, Dale and John Oastleberry, Will 
Mahan, Asa Slaton, and Herbert Owen had 
been paying attentions to certain young 
women who did not reciprocate the tender 
feeling, while the attention of Messrs.

Tuesday night the five young men attacked 
Ware and Martin and commenced to fire pis- 
tols.

THE BOMBARDMENT. 

The ſoperations to-day § were carried out 
on much the same plan as that pursued at 
Midland. At Midland the oxygen was gen- 
erated from black oxide of manganese, but 
on account of the imperfect construction of 
the furnaces, the supply obtained was not 
only small, but the quality inferior. For to- 
day's tests several retorts of the gas, greatly 
condensed and in available shape were or- 
dered from the East. The balloon was ex- 
ploded atthe greatest obtdinable height by 
means of a wire carrying a spark from the 
ground dynamo. 

Of these balloons six or eight were sent up 
at intervals of from d6ne to one and a half 
hours. Each one contained about 500 cubic 
feet of gas, and the shock resultant upon the 
explosion was something terrific. The Kites 
have been cast aside and were not used. 
They were used with a fair degree of success 
at Midland, but even when sent up tandem 
could not be forced to a proper height. 
Then, too, they could carry no more than a 
pound and a half or two pounds of explosive. 
In their stead for aerial work to-day was used 
eight or ten steel mortars. From each of 
these, at proper intervals, between the ex- 
plosions of the balloons, were shot dynamite 
bombs. These exploded at a height of 500 
feet with a shock equaltothatofa 21 pound 


gun. 

All this while charges of rend-a- rock pow- 
der and dynamite were set off onthe ground 
until at least 500 pounds of the material had 
been used. The work will extend over a 
period of twelve hours. Mr. Ellis and Prof. 
Kessler will look after the balloons, Prof. 
Fairchiids has charge of the mortar dis- 
charges, while Mr. Clements superintends 
the ground explosions. If no rain follows, 
then similar explosions will be made to- 
morrow.

A SCIENTIFIO THEORY.

GOV. BOYD'S COURSE. 


The Nebraska Democratic Convention in 
a Muddle Over It. 


ENACTMENT OF A STEONG MODERATE 
MAXIMUM FREIGHT BILL DEMANDED. 


A Large Attendance at the Convention— 
Some of the Questions to Be Settled— 
Committeeman De Young On the Re- 
publican National Convention—L. I. 
Polk’s Denial. 


GRAND ISLAND, Neb., Sept. 17.—The fort- 
unes Of a famous leader hung trembling in 
the balance to-day before the gavel fell call- 
ing to order the Democratic State Convention 
of Nebraska. That at least was the gossip 
current on every side among the six 
hundred delegates and the thousand 
or more other Democrats present 
as eager spectators of what promised to be 
the liveliest sort of a scrimmage. The leader 
in question was no less a person than James 
E. Boyd, the first Nebraska Democrat that 
ever captured a majority of votes in an elec- 
tion for Governor. It was whispered thata 
resolution would be offered in the convention 
indorsing Boyd’s veto of the bill passed 
by the Farmers’ Alliance, when in 
control of the State Legislature, establishing 
a maximum scale of freight rates on rail- 
roads, a statute so sweeping in its provis- 
ions as to amount, it was declared by some, 
to beanactof confiscation, The veto was 
promulgated by Boyd before he was deposed 
from the Governorship by the State Su- 
preme Court on the ground that he 
was born in Ireland and had never 
been naturalizedas an American citizen. 
Predictions were freely made that if the reso- 
lution indorsing his veto were presented, his 
deposition by the courts would be nothing to 
the dethronement he would suffer as a 
Democratic idol by the convention voting 
squarely to repudiate his course. The 
opinion was pretty unanimous that 
if the railroad rock could be rounded 
the convention would have reasonably plain 
sailing, a satisfactory platform adopted and 
the nominations to be made settled upon 
without trouble, The platform, it was 
generally understood, would contain a free 
silver plank,in addition toa radical low tariff 
plank and a resolution congratulating the 
State on the defeat of prohibition. For 
member of the State Supreme Court, 
J. H. Brady seemed to have a strong lead. 
In the case of the other two offices, the va- 
cancies on the Board of Regents of the State 
University, the delegates seemed somewhat 
atsea. The feeling was decisive that should 
a stirring upof bad feeling be averted, the 
party nominees for Regents could 
easily be selected,and would probably be 
acclamation. Apparently, 
no attempt wasin contemplation to assume 
that a candidate for Governor should be 
named on the one-time talked of plea that 
the courts only seated Thayer (Republican) 
until the first general election, and not for a 
full term. Astrong effort was being made 
during the day by a number of the most level 
headed delegates tostop the Boyd fight be- 
fore it could fairly begin. 

Conspicuous among these leaders was Con- 
gressman Bryan, the newly elected member 
from the First District. Saidhe: ‘*Uniess 
something unexpected happens I think the 
convention will seeto it that Gov. Boyd’s 
name will be kept out of the  contro- 
versy and not mentioned except in warm 
approval of his fight with Thayer. We are 
striving to do this and I think that four- 
fifths of the delegates will be in favor of it 
and for putting into the platform a declara- 
tion demanding the enactment of a moderate 
maximum freight bill. 

Mr. Bryan also said that the general senti- 
ment also favored a vigorous silver plank, 
although there was an element of opposition 
that might prevent such outspokenness. 

Long before the convention assembled the 
hotels were overflowing. The rule was four 
in a room and cots with occupants were 
tucked in a way in halls and under 
stairways with a profusion and in- 
genuity that was little short of 
startling. One party alone, arriving 
from Lincoln, included over one hundred 
people. The banner delegation, however, 
came from Omaha, and the delegates them 
selves numbered more than that, to say 
nothing of the crowd accompanying them. 
The place of holding the convention was the 
Grand Island Opera-house.

HE THROWS DOWN THE GAUNTLET TO 


The Calling of Royal Commission May 
Bring About a Revolution—New Phase 
of the Baie des Chaleurs Rallway 
ScandalDream of the French Cana- 
dians—Angiers’ Letter to Abbott. 


MONTREAL, Sept, 17.—Premier Mercier has 
thrown down the gauntlet to Lieut.-Gov,. 
Angiers and defies him to appoint a royal 
commission to inquire into the Bale des 
Chaleurs charges. Mercier’s personal organ, 
La Justice, says that a civil war would result 
before the Lieutenant-Governor would be 
permitted to take any high-handed proceed- 
ings. 

The French Conservatives are advising the 
Lieutenant-Governor to dissolve the Legisia- 
ture and a most virulent newspaper war is 
going on between the opposing factions. 
Mercier has sent a letter tothe Lieutenant- 
Governor stating that he would not 
allow an autocrat to override him 
and that he was responsible to the 


people alone for his conduct. The letter pre- 
dicts that in a conflict between a tottering 
monarchy and the flag of an uncompromising 
democracy the final victory will not rest with 
the former. 

The position taken by Mercier is that he ig 
Prime Minister by popular will and can break 
up twenty Governors who hold thelr power 
from a source not in keeping with modern 
ideas. Mercier states that he leaves with 
the Lieutenant-Governor the responsibility 
of a crisis if he provokes one. If the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor persists in calling a Royal Com- 
mission one of the most dangerous crises that 
have threatened the Dominion for years will 
result. Mercier has great influence over the 
French-Canadians, a number of whom see in 
his revolutionary instincts the hope of a 
French Canada. .

Three Sudden Shots, All Reaching Their 
Mark—A Tramp'’s Thirst for Revenge 
the Murder’s Probable Cause—Treinen 
a Brother-in-Lew of Prosecuting At- 
torney Dierkes—An Arrest, Followed 
by Release. 


Michael Treinen, a night watchman in the 
Joint employ of the Wiggins Ferry Co. and 
the Missouri Pacific Rallway Co., and who 
was a brother-in-law of Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Bernard Dierkes, was assasinated on the 
railroad tracks at the foot of Convent street, 
at 6:45 o'clock this morning. 

The spot where Treinen was shot down is 


u lonely one, especially at that hour ot the 
morning, and his murderer was enabled to 
escape without having been seen by any one. 
Treinen was dead when found, and at this 
moment the police have nota clewas to the 
identity of the assassin or the cause leading 


to the assassination. 

At the hour named Jacob Krekel, a night 
watchman on W. HK. Brown's coal boat about 
100 yards ,outh of the scene of the murder, 
heard three pistol shots fired in quick suc- 
cession. The sound of the shots came from 
the railroad tracks running along the edge of 
the levee, north and south. 

No sound of conversation, of quarreling, or 
of a shuffle preceded the shots and nocry 
followed them. They rang out in the still- 
ness of the early® morning, and when 
theirechoes died away, an equal stillness 
followed. Krekel, the only man who heard 
the shots, did not investigate. He thought 
they had been fired by some man reeling 
alongthe tracks drunk, and so remained on 
the coalboat. 

But every one of the three shots had struck 
Michael Treinen, and as the last shot was 
fired he sank down between tracks Nos. 4 
and 6 of the Belt Line Rallway, a dead man. 
One shot had struck him onthe right arm 
below the elbow, a second in the face just 
under the ee and a third, entering the left 
side on an exact line with the heart, had 
pierced the heart and passed through the 
body, coming out just under the right arm- 
pit. The shot under the lefteye had been 
fired at such close range that Treinen’s face 
was badly powder burned from the explosion 
of hig murderer's pistol. 

THE BODY DISCOVERED. 

Nearly an hour after Night Watchman 
Krekei had heard the three shots a party of 
workmen going to their work along the rail- 
road tracks discovered Treinen’s dead body. 
It lay inthe roadway, about eight feet wide, 
between tracks four and five, skirting the 
levee, The position of the body indicated al 
most beyond doubt that there had been 
no struggle and that Treinen had prob- 
ably fallen and died without having 
had a chance to see his murderer's face. The

The man 
Harrowits, who deliberately swallowed a 
fatal dose of the drug in New York recently, 
is only one ofthe many who have gone the 
ammonia route to death in spite ofthe ex- 
cruciating pain. Dr. Biyth has recorded 
thirty cases of ammonia poisoning in the 
small London district of which he is health 
Officer; Prof. Mitchell mentions twenty-two 
cases, and four have occurred during the 
short time Dr. Jenkins has been connected 
with the Ooroner’s office in New York. 

Cases @f slow poisoning from ammonia are 
of constant occurrence among men who work 
in its manufacture, or even in decomposing 
substances which give it off in considerable 
quantities. Ammonia, slowly and from day 
to day taken into the system, causes the com - 
plexion to loose its freshness, and the skin of 
men who get heavily impregnated with it has 
a Gisagreeable biotched and discolored ap- 


pearance.

Russia Balked in Her Plans for the Seiz- 
ure of Constantinople. 


TURKEY’S FIRST TIDINGS OF THE OCCU- 
2 Faro OF MITYLENE. 


Still Waiting for Engiand’s Explanation 
of the Affair—The OCzar’s Strange Re- 
quest—Rights in the Danube River— 
China Powerless to Protect Foreign 
Residents—Agreement of the Powers. 


Lowpos, Sept. 17.—A Berlin dispatch says 
that the latest information leaves no doubt 
that the gathering of an immense Russian 
force in Bessarabia was intended as a plot to 
capture Constantinople by means of the Rus- 
sian fleet and army. The pilot has miscar- 
ried, and matters zo on with the Sublime 
Porte much as ever, the country being bank- 
| rupt, and’even the Sultan having to curtail 
his household expenses, 

The mention of the Mitylene incident was 
the first intimation to Russia that an English 
fleet was near the Dardanelles and prepared 
to make an attack in case of necessity, 
should Russia continue to send her vessels of 
war through the straits. 

Advices at band to-day from Constantino- 
ple give the following as the text of the 
dispatch relating to the Mitylene affair re- 
ceived atthe British Embassy last Sunday, 
and which alarmed every capital in Europe. 
It has just been made public: 


MITYLENE, Sept. 13, 9:30 a. m.—The English have 
disembarked with guns at Sigri Islet and are now in- 
stalled in tents on land. The island is surrounded 

by torpedoes. The Governor has asked from the 
British vice-eonsul the reason for this proceeding.

to Sir William White, the British Ambassador 
at Constantinople, a note asking him to ex- 
plain the matter and that an explanation be 
also furnished in writing.

To add to the feverish feeling produced by 
the alleged oceupation of Mitylene, Russia 
makes a strange request. The Csar's per- 
mission. granted to naval cadets ofthe Mus- 
covite feet, to take passage an board the 
vessels belonging to the Royal Danube Com- 
mission inorder that these young officers 
may be instrycted in the pllotage of the 
Danube and become familiar with the 
navigation of thatriver. This strange re- 
quest, following upon the Dardanelles inci- 
dent, in which Russia insisted that Turkey 
should allow vessels belonging to jher valun- 
teer fleet to pass the Dardanelles, claiming 
that they were not men-of-war in the actual 
sense of the word, has caused considerable 
astonishment in official circles. The Danube 
is the chief natural highway for the com- 
merce of a large lon of Europe, The re- 
quest would seem to indicate that Russia 
may not now consider binding, for her vol- 
unteer ships at least, the clause of the treaty 
of 1878 stipulating that ships of war“ 
should not navigate the Danube.

FOREIGN POWERS. 


Lowpos, Sept. F. — The Berlin correspon- 
dentofthe Standerdofthis city telegraphs 
that the German foreign office has been re- 
ceiving disquieting news from China within 
the last day orso. China, according to these 
advices, is unable to fulflll her promises 
made to the representatives ofthe powers 
that she would punish those who were im- 
plicated in the recent outrages upon foreigna- 
ersand their property, and thatshe would 
in future protect foreign residents from in- 
jury. | 

It is added that the rumors circulated in 
several quarters to the effect that France and 
Russia would not take part in any joint action 
ofthe combined fleets should it de decided 
that such a step is necessary, is pronounced 
to be untrue. It is also announced that there 
is no doubt that Germany will increase the 
number of her war ships now in China waters 
and that she will take strong measures 
should they be needed to protect German 
subjects or their property or should she be 
called upon to take an active part in a naval 
demonstration against China. 

To-day's dispatches from shanghai say that 
China is preparing a protocol to the wers 
on the recent riots. It is believed the foreign 
ministers will not walt for this document, the 
preparation of which is likely to occupy 
severa: weeks. The advisability of making a 
joint naval demonstration is growing more 
exident every day.

Sept. 17.—A dispatch received here 
from Buenos Ayres announced that ex -Presi- 
dent Balmaceda of Chili has arrived at Men- 
Goza, capital of the Argentine province of 
that pame and situated not far from the 
Argentine frontier. The same dispatch says 
that yesterday evening only fifty persons re- 
mained in custody throughout Chili charged 
by the Congressional party with crimes 
against the State. 

If the above dispatch is correct, Balmaceda 
is beyond the reach of the Chilian Junta. 
But it contradicts the story published on Tues. 
day last in whiche cablegram from Valparaiso 
told how, with the connfvance of Admiral 
Brown commanding the United States squad-

The Cumbre Pass, through which Balma- 
ceda must have made his way, if the 
intelligence of his present whereabouts is 
true, is Tully 18,00 feet high, and 
extremely perilous at this season of the year.

Whereas, Baking Powders manufactured 
in this State, known as the Royal, alum 
and other baking powders are advertised for 
Sale as absolutely pure; and, 

Whereas, Oficial examination shows them 
to contain ammonia and other injurious in 
gredients; therefore the people of the State 
of New York, represented in Senate and As- 
sembly, do enact as follows 

Sec. 1. Every can or package of baking pow- 
der containing ammonia offered for sale in 
this State shall have a conspicuous label 
thereon with the words Contains Ammo- 
nia printed thereon in plain type, not 
Smaller than great primer, and any person 
who shall sell, or have or offer for sale, any 
such can or package of baking powder with 
out such label thereon, shall be gullty of mis- 
demeanor. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect July 1, 
1891.

GREETING TO DEPEW 


Their President Welcomed by Officers of 
the New York Central 


THE ANNUAL HOLIDAY MARES THE ORA- 
TOR’S RETURN FROM EUROPE. 


Met in the Bay With Steamers and Band. 
He Recounts the Incidents of His 
Foreign Tour—That Bulgaria Brigand 
Story—How Englishmen Are Interested 
in the Ohio Election. 


NEw York, Sept. 17.—The day that Chaun- 
cey M. Depew comes home from Europe has 
been a New York Central holiday these ten 
years or more. The officers and employes of 
the railroad hire the Sam Sloan and go down 
the bay with a band to cheer home their 
famous president, tohear his latest stories 


and to drink his very good health. 

It was Depew day yesterday for this year 
and none of the rites peculiarto it faued of 
observance. Mr. Depew gave a running 4c- 
count of his journey in his own fashion, al- 
ternate layers of solid observation and fun. 
After getting Mr. Depew aboard the Sloan 
Commodore Vanarsdale, who always man- 
ages these things, extending the annual 
welcome of the employes, congratulated Mr. 
Depew on his escape from the temptations 
of baccaratand plots of Turkish brigands. 
Mr. Depew, when he had complimented the 
Central people on the tncreasing prosperity 
of the railroad, showed how he avoided the 
baccarat share by looking this time after 
the strange and dark things in Europe, in 
stead of its social phases, and how he got 
away from the brigands, chiefly by luck. 

SLUMMING IN LONDON. 

Dressed in a garb which he described as a 
cross between a costermonger and a pick- 
pocket, Mr. Depew went slumming in the 
Whitechapel district and saw a depth of 
poverty and misery that took his breath 
away. The curse of the poor in England was 
unrestricted immigration, and the first les- 
son he had drawn from his tour was 
whether the United States was not making a 
great error in notincreasing its barrier 
against the food of Old World paupers. As 
to the brigand story,that came up in a trip he 
made with Cornelius Vanderbilt and two 
Vanderbilt boys through a desert 300 miles 
wide near the Balkan mountains. They 
went by the Oriental express, a fiyer that 
made fifteen miles an hour and was the pride 
and wonder of Turkey Drigands, who made a 
practice of holding the tram up and seizing 
wealthy passengers for ransom. If the ran- 
som was pot forthcoming they sent their 
captive home in sections, beginning with his 
ears and then his nose. ‘“‘I never knew/such 
a magnificent opportunity for business to be 
so negiected,’’ said Mr. Depew. 

At Athens he stood on the Hill 
of the Nymphs and tried som 
Paulian eloquence on some Greeks who ' 
were mending a road and they quit work for 
the day. One thing about Athens was an ar- 
rant fraud, and that was the Maid of Athens. 
He went to look at about two thousand of 
ber, with a tin plate over his heart to pre- 
serve his affections, and found she was not 
good lookiaga bit. The thing that attracted 
his attention most in France was the intense 
enthusiasm over everything Russian since 
Russia had taken the Republic cordially by. 
the hand. At every dinner, public and pri- 
vate, said Mr. Depew, ‘‘when the charlotte 
russe comes on the whole company gets up 
and sings the Russian national hymn.’’ 

THE HEBREW PROBLEM. 

After making some study of the Russian- 
Jewish problem, Mr. Depew concluded that 
the condition of the Jewish-Russian had not 
been improved by the protest of America, 
but on the contrary bad been made worse 
than ever. At the same time Russia had 
taken on a coldness to America not known 
since the civilwar. Being asked in regard to 
the feeling on the McKinley tariff in Europe, 
Mr. Depew said: 

The only thing talked about in Europe, so 
far as America is concerned, is the Ohio elec- 
tion. They do not understand it asa State 
election. They only know that McKinley, 
the author of the tariff bill, is running for 
office. They believe that in his election is 
the whole issue of high or low tariff. They 
think if he succeeds then the McKinley bill is 
a fixture, but if he is defeated it would be re 
pealied, the same as it would be with the 
defeat of the government. 

The World's Fair commissioners were 
kindly received in Europe; they were ac- 
cepted as diplomats. There is no organiza- 
tion in Europe to acquaint visitors how to 
get to Chicago with their goods, or to canvass 
industrial neighborhoods for exhibits. This 
is all to be done yet. 

The reporter asked, ‘‘Do they feel kindly 
toward the World’s Fair?’’ It is hard to 
tell whether they do or not. The World’s 
Fair has had several things to contend with, 
which are now dissipated. Of course there 
is a distinct hostility on the part of manufac. 
turers who have been hurt by the McKinley 
bill and thelr dissatisfaction is detrimenta] 
to the Fair.’’

Their 
object primarily is to get rid of the American 
Association if they can, but if they cannot, to 
lay outa policy for the establishment of a 
truce between the rival organizations. John 
T. Brush of Indianapolis, the bare mention 
of whose name strikes terror to the Associa- 
tion hearts, reached the Hoffman House last 
night. He was met by Stanly M. Robison of 
Cleveland, who, until the arrival of his 
brother, Frank D. Robison, will look out for 
the interests of the Cleveland Olub. Charles 
M. Byrne ofthe Brooklyn Club was also 
there. Suddenly they disappeared in the 
crowd and the base ball public will be com- 
pelled to wait in suspense until their momen- 
tous labors are finished. 

It is an open secret that Frank Robison has 
been at work on Henry Von der Horst to per- 
suade the latter to bring the Baltimore club 
into the League. Mr. Byrne has been toying 
with Chris Von Ger Ahe, too, according to a 


morning paper, to accomplish the same end 
at St. Louis. They are very likely to suc- 
ceed. If they do the Association will become 
easy prey forthe League. The same ‘‘sys- 
tom last fall in wiping out the Players’ 
League is now being tried on the Association. 
In case the present scheme fails the League 
will continue its Peace Committee“ until 
such a time as their ends shall have been ac- 
complished. A. H. Soden of the Boston club 
is also in town.

Even if it was to his financial 
benefit to enter that body he would not dare 
do 80, as he has no confidence whatever in 
the sincerity of the men who compose 
it. Ifthe League can, they will undoubtedly 
get some of the Association clubs to jump, as 
they did with the Players’ League last year, 
and finally do up both the traitorous clubs 
and the Association. Theonly safety of the 
Association clubs lies in their sticking to- 
gether. if they will only do this for two or 
three years, they will become the leading as- 
~ sociation of the country, as the League will 
have to take in poor clubs and towns to take 
the place of the cities where teams go under, 
instead of being able to recruit with strong 
Association clubs and cities.
